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Employees calling in sick, using health benefits more often in down economy

Stressed-out workers at many firms are call- 
ing in sick more often and frequently turning 
to employee assistance programs for help in 
the wake of layoffs, according to a study 

Benefits consultant Watson Wyatt 
Worldwide Inc. said nearly half of the 282 
large companies that responded to a survey 
say they have seen more use of employee 
assistance programs, which typically offer 
counseling or stress-management help. 
Meanwhile, 22 percent say they have seen an 
increase in unplanned absences. 

Watson Wyatt conducted the survey in 
June and July with the National Business 
Group on Health, an association of large 
employers. They targeted firms with at least 
1,000 employees. 

The results are typical for a recession or 
tough economy, said Shelly Wolff, national 
leader of health and productivity consulting 


at Watson Wyatt . 

“There’s a couple things that are classic 
when you have business downturns,” she said. 
“You see sick leave use go up. We also are see- 
ing an uptick in health care costs.” 

Wolff said sick day increases are often tied 
to job stress, which can trigger health prob- 
lems. Companies that cut jobs frequendy tend 
to heap more work on remaining workers. 

“When you’re doing twice as much work, 
you reach a point where you just need to take 
a step away,” she said. 

The survey said 78 percent of employers 
cited “excessive work hours” as a leading 
cause of worker stress. 

Health care costs often rise because work- 
ers want to use benefits while they still have 
them. That might lead to workers going ahead 
with medical procedures they have been put- 
ting off. 

“People just want to make sure they are 


taking care of themselves and their family 
members,” Wolff said. 

The survey focused on companies with as 
many as 25,000 employees, but some findings 
apply to smaller businesses, too. 

Many clients of the consulting firm 
FlashPoint have started offering workplace 
financial education programs because their 
employees have become more worried about 
finances and job security, said FlashPoint 
President Krista Skidmore. The Indianapolis- 
based company works with small and medi- 
um-sized companies and was not involved 
with the Watson Wyatt survey 

Skidmore said FlashPoint’s clients are 
offering presentations on budgeting and sav- 
ing to help reduce employee stress levels. 

“I think they hope by providing these 
things, they’ll see _ 
increased produc- q 

tivity,” she said.

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Cop kills

The man suspected

early Tuesday Four 
people were arrested for allegedly helping the 
suspect elude authorities during a massive two- 
day manhunt. 

Maurice Clemmons was carrying a handgun 
he took from one of the dead officers when a 
Seattle policeman recognized him near a sto- 
len car in a south Seattle neighborhood about 
2:45 a.m., Assistant Police Chief Jim Pugel said. 

The vehicle was running but unoccupied 
when the officer pulled up, radioed in the 
license plate number and realized the car was 
stolen, Pugel said. 

The officer saw something moving, got out 
of his car, saw Clemmons and ordered him to 
show his hands and stop. 

“He wouldn’t stop,” Pugel said. “The officer 
fired several rounds.” 

Clemmons also had sustained a serious gun- 
shot wound from one of the four officers killed 
in the coffee-shop shooting. 

Police planned to arrest more people who 
helped Clemmons. 

“We expect to have maybe six or seven peo- 
ple in custody by the day’s end,” said Ed Troyer, 
a spokesman for the Pierce County sheriff. 
“Some are friends, some are acquaintances, 
some are partners in crime, some are relatives. 
Now they’re all partners in crime.” 

Troyer didn’t immediately identify the four 
people already arrested On Monday, officers 
detained a sister of Clemmons whom they 
think treated the suspect’s gunshot wound. 

“We believe she drove him up to Seattle and 
bandaged him up,” Troyer said. 

Authorities say Clemmons, 37, singled out 
the Lakewood officers and spared employees 
and other customers at the coffee shop Sunday 
morning in Parkland, a Tacoma suburb about 
35 miles south of Seattle. He then fled, but not 
before one of the dying officers apparently shot 
him in the torso.

WEST POINT, N.Y. Declaring “our security is at 
stake,” President Obama ordered an addi- 
tional 30,000 U.S. troops into the long war in 
Afghanistan on Tuesday night, but balanced the 
buildup with a pledge to an impatient nation 
to begin withdrawing American forces in 
18 months. 

In a prime-time speech at the U.S. Military 
Academy, the president said his new policy was 
designed to “bring this war to a successful con- 
clusion.” 

The troop buildup will begin almost imme- 
diately— the first Marines will be in place by 
Christmas— and will cost $30 billion for the 
first year alone. 


“We must deny al-Qaida a safe haven,” Obama 
said in articulating U.S. military goals for a war 
that has dragged on for eight years. “We must 
reverse the Taliban’s momentum. ... And we 
must strengthen the capacity of Afghanistan’s 
security forces and government.” 

The president said the additional forces 
would be deployed at “the fastest pace pos- 
sible so that they can target the insurgency and 
secure key population centers.” 

Their destination: “the epicenter of the vio- 
lent extremism practiced by al-Qaida.” 

“It is from here that we were attacked on 9/11, 
and it is from here that new attacks are being 
plotted as I speak,” the president said. 

It marked the second time in his presidency 


that Obama has added to the American force 
in Afghanistan, where the Taliban recently has 
made significant advances. When he became 
president in January, there were roughly 
34,000 troops on the ground; there now are 
71,000. 

Obama’s announcement drew less-than- 
wholehearted support from congressional 
Democrats. Many of them favor a quick with- 
drawal, but others already have proposed higher 
taxes to pay for the fighting. 

Republicans reacted warily as well. Officials 
said Sen. John McCain, who was Obama’s 
Republican opponent in last year’s presiden- 
tial campaign, told Obama at an early evening 
meeting attended by numerous lawmakers that 
declaring a timetable for a withdrawal would 
merely send the Taliban underground until the 
Americans began to leave. 

As a candidate, Obama called Afghanistan a

Commissioners override 
veto, vote to push back part 
of city’s sales tax increase 

Chicago Tribune 

Cook County commissioners on Tuesday voted 
to roll back part of a sales tax increase despite 
an impassioned plea from Board President Todd 
Stroger that “some people will die needlessly” if 
health care for the poor is cut as a result. 

The County Board voted 12-5 to override Stroger’s 
veto of a measure that would cut the county portion 
of the sales tax from 1.75 percent to 1.25 percent July 
1. The overall sales tax rate in Chicago would drop 
to 9.75 percent. 

After the vote, Stroger said he is still considering a 
lawsuit to preserve the tax increase. Commissioners 
were able to override his veto after a new state law cut 
the number of votes required to do so from 14 to 11. 

“That may actually happen,” Stroger said of a 
potential suit. “It’s my opinion that this should not 
happen in the middle of anyone’s term— changing 
the rules.” 

Stroger also said the fierce opposition to his sales 
tax increase is the result of media coverage of the 
issue. 

“This is really the culmination of the press drag- 
ging me through the mud for three years,” Stroger 
said of the vote. “We have run a great government. 

“This is just a piling on, what happens when the 
mob mentality happens.” 


Stroger spent part of the weekend lobbying com- 
missioners to change their minds and keep the full 
tax hike in place, but that effort failed. 

During the 90 -minute debate, commissioner 
Earlean Collins, D- Chicago, stood fast in her sup- 
port of a tax cut, contending a strong majority of her 
West Side constituents supported it, even though 
the level of county health care services provided in 
her district are greater than most. 

“We are supposed to vote the way a majority of 
the people in our districts want us to vote,” she said. 
“My district, strangely enough, is four to one for the 
rollback.” 

Commissioner Robert Steele, D- Chicago, also 
voted to cut the sales tax. 


“By rolling it back just a little, we hope it can 
encourage more spending in our county,” Steele 
said. 

The vote came after Stroger told commissioners 
that cutting the county sales tax would force the 
independent board overseeing health care to shut 
two of three county hospitals and “many if not all 
of our neighborhood clinics.” 




Daley: You were warned about parking ban

Dad: Shootings were planned 


FT. LAUDERDALE A man accused of 
shooting four relatives to death after 
Thanksgiving dinner in South Florida told 
family members he had been waiting 20 years 
to kill them, the father of one of the victims 
said Tuesday 

Police said Paul Michael Merhige shot his 
pregnant sister, her twin sister, his 6 -year-old 
cousin and his 79 -year-old aunt. Authorities 
are still searching for Merhige. 

“He had this whole thing preplanned. His 
goal was to shoot his sisters and punish his 


parents,” said Jim Sitton, Merhige’s cousin- 
in-law who was at the home during the shoot- 
ings along with 16 other relatives. 

Sitton, the father of 6 -year-old Makayla, 
said there were no arguments before the 
shooting and that Merhige wasn’t acting 
strangely during more than three hours of 
dinner, dessert and singing. 

At one point during the rampage, Sitton 
said Merhige pointed the gun at Merhige’s 
uncle, but the gun misfired. “He turned and 
started to walk away and said, ‘I have been 


waiting 20 years to do this,’ ” Sitton said. 

Investigators in Florida alerted Michigan 
authorities to be on the lookout for Merhige, 
35, because he sought a physician in the 
Detroit area in the past year. Authorities have 
not said why he needed the doctor. 

Merhige was believed to be driving a royal 
blue 2007 Toyota Camry with a rear spoiler 
and Florida license plate. Authorities said 
there had been “ongoing resentment” in the 
family, but investigators weren’t sure what 
specifically prompted the shooting. 






Couple admits 
going to dinner 
without invitation 

WASHINGTON The attention-hungry 
couple that crashed the Obama admin- 
istration’s first state dinner admitted to a 
friendly Pentagon official that they went 
without a confirmed invitation, just in case 
they got approved at the last minute. 

Tareq and Michaele Salahi claimed a dead 
cell phone battery prevented them from 
hearing a voice mail advising them they did 
not make the guest list. The Salahis gave that 
account in an e-mail sent just hours after last 
week’s dinner to Pentagon official Michele 
Jones, who had tried to get them invited. A 
collection of e-mails between the Salahis 
and Jones was obtained Tuesday night by 
The Associated Press from a source who 
got them in manner that confirmed their 
authenticity 

The Salahis wrote that they drove to the 
White House at 6:30 p.m. “to just check in, 
in case it got approved since we didn’t know, 
and our name was indeed on the list!”

FLORIDA HIGHWAY PATROL FINES 
TIGER WOODS FOR ACCIDENT; 
ATTORNEY SAYS iT’S OVER’ 

MCT 

ORLANDO After five days of tabloid frenzy and specu- 
lation over Tiger Woods’ early-morning crash outside 
his Isleworth mansion, Florida Highway Patrol troop- 
ers issued the findings of their investigation: 

Woods was driving carelessly, they said Tuesday 
afternoon. He gets a ticket. 

The penalty? A fine of $164, plus four points on his 
driving record.The fine was paid Tuesday, according 
to court records. 

Woods won’t face a criminal investigation. 

The Orange-Osceola state attorney’s office and 
troopers decided there was insufficient evidence to 
issue a subpoena or require blood evidence be handed 
over, said Maj. Cindy Williams, commander ofTroop 
D, which covers the Orlando area. 

People involved in the incident made no claims of 
domestic violence, Williams said during a brief 3 p.m. 
EST news conference announcing the conclusion of 
their investigation. 

“Mr. Woods’ status {as a celebrity] impacted in no 
way” how troopers handled the investigation, FHP 
spokeswoman Sgt. Kim Montes said. 

Woods’ attorney, Mark Nejame, said the decision 
is good news. 

‘All I can say is that Pm pleased with the outcome. I 
have no further comment. It’s over,” Nejame said.

INDEPENDENCE, Ohio Cleveland superstar 
Shaquille O’Neal is expressing concern for 
Tiger Woods while criticizing rumors sur- 
rounding Woods’ car accident last week. 

“Tiger’s my guy” O’Neal says. “I’m not going 
to be like everybody else and say off-the-wall 
comments. I just hope he’s OK.” 


Like Woods, O’Neal has a home in Isleworth, 
a gated community near Orlando. “The prob- 
lem going on is when you have people disguis- 
ing as media putting out reports, and then 
people believing what they read,” O’Neal said 
Tuesday. “We don’t know what’s fact, we don’t 
know what’s true. We just hope he’s OK.” AP

Since the accident, tabloids and gossip 
Web sites have fueled speculation about the 
events leading up to it, including a possible 
domestic dispute between Woods and his 
wife. 

The crash came two days after The 
National Enquirer published a story alleging 
Woods had been seeing a New Tork night- 
club hostess, and that they recently were 
together in Melbourne, where Woods com- 
peted in the Australian Masters. The woman, 
Rachel Uchitel, denies the affair. Just before 
the FHP news conference, another report 
from Us Weekly linked Woods to Las Vegas 
cocktail waitress Jaimee Grubbs, who said 
she has been having an affair with Woods 
since 2007. 


At 2:25 a.m. Friday, Orange County sheriff’s 
deputies responded to a 911 call on Deacon 
Court in Isleworth. 

There, they discovered Woods had driven 
his Cadillac Escalade over a fire hydrant and 
into a neighbor’s tree. 

Woods was on the ground being tended to 
by his wife, Elin Nordegren Woods. He had 
facial cuts, was bleeding in his mouth and 
was non-responsive. 

Nordegren told police she used a golf club 
to break the windows in the SUV to free her 
husband from the wreckage. 

Woods was transported to a local hospital, 
and FHP called his injuries “serious,” a des- 
ignation used for all injuries requiring hospi- 
talization. He was released from the hospital 


less than 12 hours later. 

Woods later issued a statement on his Web 
site taking responsibility for the accident. 

He has not appeared publicly since the 
crash, and speculation that the accident was 
related to a disagreement between him and 
his wife over rumors of an affair ran ram- 
pant. 

Blood was not drawn from Woods the 
morning of the crash, and he repeatedly 
tuned away investigators who sought to 
interview him at his mansion. On Monday, 
troopers deliberated over whether to pull the 
golfer’s medical records from the hospital. 
Personnel there may have collected blood 
samples which could show what was in his 
system, ap contributed.

The Cubs and White Sox declined to 
offer salary arbitration to any of their 
seven free agents by Tuesday night’s 
deadline. 

Here are the affected players: 

» Kevin Gregg: The Cubs’ only Type A 
free agent would have gained the club 
two draft picks if he had been offered 
arbitration and signed elsewhere. 

» Rich Harden: The Cubs would have 
received one draft pick if Harden, a 
Type B free agent, had been offered 
arbitration and signed with another 
team. 

» Reed Johnson: The injury-plagued 
Johnson didn’t receive a ranking, 
meaning the Cubs wouldn’t have been 
entitled to any compensation. 

» Jermaine Dye: The Sox may move 
Alex Rios to right field if they can find a 
center-fielder. 

» Octavio Dotel: Dotel won’t receive 
close to the $6 million he earned last 
season but is expected to attract 
interest because he can throw in the 
93 mph range. 

» Scott Podsednik: The Sox haven’t 
closed the door on Podsednik but 
have explored other options to fill their 
leadoff spot.

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Holiday Savings Alert: Public Transportation Service Reductions 

Dear Chicago Citizen: 

The Chicago Transit Authority has experienced an annual turnstile of financial shortfalls dating back to the 1980s. Given the vital importance of public 
transportation, it's bewildering that through the years, CTA management and state lawmakers have not come up with a permanent long-term funding 
plan for mass transit. Unfortunately, decades of CTA systemic mismanagement and political interests have paralyzed the opportunity to produce a 
stable funding source for the riding public. 

While millions of passengers ride the CTA annually, for decades the Amalgamated Transit Union - Local 241 has granted the CTA concession after 
concession from pension fund sacrifices, to workforce reductions and wage freezes, including giving up raises in the first two years of the Local's current 
5-year contract. The City of Chicago contributes only $3 million a year toward the CTA.That is the same amount the City has been contributing for the last 
20 years. That is woefully inadequate for a city with a $7.5 billion budget. 

Recently, the CTA and RTA voted to increase pension contributions by 2.35% for Union members and 4.69% for CTA management. What sense does 
it make for a transit agency that's already claiming to be broke to add $30 million dollars to its budget? 

As many public transit users prepare to face another tough and cold winter where they will encounter extended wait times of 30 minutes or more for a 
bus or train, and despite a faltering economy, Mayor Richard Daley spent over $100 million in an embarrassing attempt to lure the Olympic Games. Rather 
than making sure people have a decent means to get around to live their lives, he needlessly squandered vital dollars. 

Regrettably, the state's highest elected official, Gov. Pat Quinn has demonstrated the same bad habits. One Chicago paper called his recent decision to 
borrow $166 million from a state that's already financially strapped to avoid a fare hike for the next two years, "a terrible idea" and a "superficial quick fix." 
Gov. Quinn's deal won't stop CTA service cuts and layoffs scheduled to take place Feb. 7, 201 0,five days after the Feb. 2 election. 

CTA service reductions include: 

Rail Service Bus Service 

• Frequency of train service will be reduced * 9 bus routes eliminated (X3, X4, X9, X20, X49, X54, X55,X80, 53AL) 

• 41 bus routes will have later start times, earlier end times or both, including routes: 

56 Milwaukee, 1 03 West 1 03rd, 8 Halsted, 29 State St, 70 Division 



We're convinced money can be tapped to avoid congested buses and trains, excessive wait times and exposure to health threats.This can be done if leaders 
mandate fewer CTA management positions, abolish the Regional Transportation Authority whose job is financial oversight of the CTA, Pace and Metra,and 
consider a dedicated tax funding source, as is the case with many big city transportation systems. At a minimum CTA management should slowdown the 
process that could lead to service cuts, and conduct additional public hearings on funding alternatives. 

In the spirit of the holiday season, it's time for citizens to have their voices heard. Please contact Mayor Daley and Gov. Quinn and urge them to show they 
care about your well-being by developing a long-term funding plan for Chicago.

Letts go, Chicago! 


Despite national 
praise, Tracy 
Letts sticks to 
his roots in 
his adopted 
hometown

With a 2008 Tony and Pulit- 
zer under his belt for writ- 
ing August: Osage County” 
Tracy Letts is now a household 
name among theater-goers. 
Despite national attention 
and prestigious awards for his 
plays ("August” continues a 
whirlwind U.S. tour; “Superior 
Donuts” camps out on Broad- 
way through Jan. 3), the native 
Oklahoman hasn’t strayed far 
from his adopted home of Chi- 
cago. This month, Letts works 
his acting side at Steppenwolf, where he’s been an ensemble 
member since 2002. He plays the role of Teach in David 
Mamet’s gritty drama "American Buffalo,” an intense, humor- 
ous three-person story of petty crime set in a Chicago junk 
shop, directed by Tony-nominated actor Amy Morton with 
ensemble member Francis Guinan and Patrick Andrews.

“American Buffalo” is no stranger to Chicago 
stages. It premiered in 1975 at the Goodman 
Theater, and Dennis Franz and Dustin Hoffman 
starred in the 1996 film version. 

I know it’s a play that’s been visited a lot in Chicago, 
but I think it continually needs to be. It’s been 10 
years since the [American Theater Company] pro- 
duction that Mike Nussbaum directed. There are 
a lot of people in this town who’ve never seen this 
play before. So I feel justified in doing it. 

How do you breathe new life into an older script 
like this? 

I just go back to the real basic questions that you 
ask yourself any time you’re working on a play or 
building a character: Who is this guy and what does 
he want? 

Your character Teach seems like he’s got a really 
short fuse. 

Yes, it’s great fun. It gives you permission to act in a 
way we don’t get to in real life. 

Do you have anything in common with him? 

The character’s vanity, paranoia, rage, insecurities, 
sure. I identify with all of that stuff. 


Your career has really taken off in the last couple 
of years. How does it feel to return to the stage at 
Steppenwolf? 

I’ve told them all I plan on only doing the show through 
opening and then I’m going to subcontract the work 
out. [Laughs] No, it’s great to get back up here because 
everybody knows me as who I am. Any sort of pressure 
that comes along with the public persona goes out the 
window. 

So it’s a very comfortable place. No pressure, no 
entourage. 

I go to the grocery store and nobody knows who the 
hell I am, which is exactly how I want it. The world of 
the theater is pretty small. So yes: I’m famous on a very 
small island. 

When you accepted your Tony Award for “August: 
Osage County,” you said, “Writing is better than 
acting.” Now you’re back on stage. Did you change 
your mind? 

It is better than acting in so many ways. Once you open 
a play, you get to walk away from it. As an actor, you have 
to be here eight shows a week. Of course, the playwright 
is also spending a lot more time working on the thing 
before opening night. 


You were a 20-year-old actor when you moved 
to Chicago. Why did you come? 

Well, I came here because I followed a girl. But 
when I found the theater community, there was 
a sense of people being here for the right reasons. 
And the audiences here are very adventurous. 
That’s one of the things that makes this a great 
theater town. It’s why I came here, it’s why I’ve 
stayed. 

We’ve heard reports that in December, 

Gov. Pat Quinn will announce Tracy Letts Day 
in Illinois. What do you think about that? 

It’s about time. [Laughs] One of the really flat- 
tering things about that is that this is my adopt- 
ed state. I feel a real sort of rush of civic pride 
around stuff like that. At the same time, it doesn’t 
pay to take that stuff too seriously You can’t walk 
around telling your friends, “Hey, you know, it’s 
Tracy Letts Day” Nobody wants to hear that.

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The Black Eyed Peas prepare to embark on a massive 
100-city tour that could make even U2 green with envy

At the Rose Bowl in October, the Black Eyed 
Peas got a chance to see the world from U2’s 
vantage point. As it turns out, the pop group 
enjoyed the view 

On Tuesday, the Peas announced a massive 
ioo -city world tour that will kick off Feb. 4 in 
Atlanta and bring them to the United Center 
on March 13. Inspired partly by U2, the group 
will give fans a dazzling show featuring elabo- 
rate lighting, stage effects, numerous wardrobe 
changes and a newfound interest in spectacle. 

It’s an interesting move considering the 
recording industry is imploding, the ticket-buy- 
ing public is suffering the effects of a recession 
and the leader of the Peas, will.i.am, is not far 
removed from a solo-career outing that he him- 
self calls “a huge flop.” 

Still, the group seems to have a new motto: 
“Think big, be big.” 


“How do you get to the U2 level? Right now 
that’s what we’re looking at,” will.i.am said. 
“We’ve gotten this far— we survived. Most of 
the people that were our peers, they’re gone or 
way back there now. We lapped them. In the 
music industry there’s a depression, there’s a 
drought. And we have proved that we can sur- 
vive and lead the way, even in this climate. And 
the only way to go now is up, to U2.” 

That sense of confidence defies the grim 
mindset in much of the pop world, which is 
learning to live within niches and appreci- 
ate smaller degrees of success in the face of a 
smaller and more scattered marketplace. 

“When people see this show,” Fergie said. 
“They will see us going for spectacle and show- 
ing what we can do. This is where we’re going 
as a group.”

at rehearsals for the Nov 22 American Music 
Awards and why the Rose Bowl show turned out 
to be a defining moment for the band. “That was 
our hometown crowd, it meant a lot to us,” said 
apl.de.ap, noting all four Peas grew up in L.A. 

But what the Peas saw of U2 backstage 
meant even more. “They’ve managed to stay 
friends,” Taboo said, “all these years and with 
all that business success, and they’ve overcome 
all these obstacles together.” 

The Peas have had to overcome hurdles of 
their own in recent years. The band has been 
together since 1995, although Fergie was a late 
arrival, turning the trio into a quartet when 


she joined during the recording sessions for 
the 2003 album “Elephunk.” That’s when the 
group went from earthy, backpack hip-hop to 
shimmer and shake hits. 

But tensions mounted after Fergie’s first 
solo album, “The Dutchess,” became one 
of 2006’s best-selling releases. A year later, 
will.i.am released “Songs About Girls” and wait- 
ed for similar career lightning, but it never hit. 
Asked about the emotional effects of the well- 
publicized failure, the Peas leader pretended to 
be offended. 

“Was it hard to accept the fact that it flopped? Is 
that what you’re asking me?” he said. “Nah, look, 
I learned so much from that project. ... It’s not 
about how you fall down; it’s how you get up.” 

The members still have plenty of individual 
ventures, but the group said everything must 
take a back seat to the Peas as a unified team. 

“Our main thing is this big show,” Taboo said, 
“and the big show is the Black Eyed Peas. Right 
now we are all coming together for the most 
important things. The Peas, the Peas tour and 
doing what’s right to keep getting better. And 
bigger.”

The story behind 
all those nubbles 

Champagne and sparkling wine shine during the holidays. 

Whether they hail from France, Spain, Italy or right here in the U.S., 
there is no doubt a glass of bubbles makes this festive time of year just a 
little more special. 

But just how do they get those magical bubbles into the botde in the 
first place? 

Let's recall, for a moment, science class, where we learned that any 
time yeast comes into contact with sugar, the process of fermentation 
will begin, which results in two things— alcohol and carbon dioxide gas. 

Sparkling wines are made using a two-step fermentation process. 

The winemaker begins by fermenting grapes in order to produce a still 
wine from which he or she allows the carbon dioxide gas to escape. 

This base wine is then re -fermented a second time by botding it with 
a tiny amount of sugar and yeast and then sealing the bottle in order to 
trap the carbon dioxide gas. Voila: sparkling wine. 

The wine is then aged for an extended period of time with the 
dead yeast cells, or lees, in order to infuse a toasty and nutty flavor. 

This process is referred to as the Champagne method or Methode 
Champenoise and is the preferred way to make sparkling wines in the 
Champagne region of France as well as the Spanish sparkling wine 
Cava, Italian Franciacorta and higher-quality sparkling wines in the U.S. 
and elsewhere. 

Another way, and a less expensive one, to produce sparkling wines 
is for the second fermentation to take place in larger tanks instead of 
individual bottles, a method referred to as the Charmat Process. 

Once the secondary fermentation has concluded, the wine is botded 
under pressure to maintain the fizz. Sparkling wines also can be pro- 
duced by injecting the base wine with CO2 bubbles, a process usually 
reserved for inferior products. 

Prior to releasing the sparkling wine, the winemaker will remove 
the lees to clarify the wine and then add a tiny amount of sugar to the 
bottle in order to balance the acid. 

The amount of sugar added will determine the level of sweetness— 
Brut being the most widely available, followed by extra-dry, which is 
sweeter than Brut. The term NV or non-vintage on the label means the 
base wine was made from a blend of years in order to provide a consis- 
tent flavor. Blanc de Blancs indicates the base wine was made entirely 
from white grapes, while Blanc de Noirs means the base wine was made 
from all red grapes. Cuvee is a French term that means blend, mix or
